DONEGAL DISTRICT JUSTICE’S

During the course of the sitting of Buncrana 
Civic Court Mr. Hugh C. O'Doherty, solicitor, 
Derry, appeared for four other solicitors who 
were not in attendance. 
District Justice Walsh sa'd that a number 
of solicitors in Derry seemed to have got it 
into their heads that all they had to do was to 
issue a process, and if they were unable to 
attend court their case would be looked after.

The Science of Decoration. 


Craft of the Colourist. 


The world would indeed be a sad and 
sombre place without the presence of colour 


and other forms of decoration. Imagine a 
land with no forests of varied green or 
delicate autumn tints, where no flowers 


hloomed, and where the monotony of endless 
plains lay uurei.eved by green hills, rocky 
promontories or winding streams! 

The world of man would, moreover, be 
just as intolerable without decoration as the 
world of nature. Life would, indeed, he 
dreary in a town where all buildings were 
alike and had the same-coloured carpets, 
pictures, wallpapers, etc., and clothes were 
all of the same colour and design. Variety of 
colour and desig:: makes a det.mte appeal to 
the wsthetic sense that is in every human 
peing, and thus plays an importance part in 
ife. 

No one has had a greater share in bringing 
colour and decoration into our lives and 
making a brighter, happier world than the 
colourist, and we can see full well how his 
craft enters into practically every form 
of decorative art. Let us consider the art 
of the dyer, for instance. Seventy odd 
years ago the dyer used mineral pigments 
and various coloured extracts obtained from 
plants and different kirds of wood. With the 
exception of indigo. however, these natural 
colouring matters were so impure that it was 
very difficult to dye fabrics in bright and 
pleasing colours which would last a long 
time.

decoration. and the principles are moderately 
simple. 

Glass is largely used for decoration to-day.- 
and mirrors are still used as ornaments as 
they were hundreds of years ago. Once all 
mirrors were made with mercury, but now 
most of them are made by precipitating a 
solution of metallic silver upon the surface 
of the glass, after it has been cleaned. After 
silvering the mirror a film of hard copper 
may be deposited, electrolytically over the 
silver, and after that a coat of lacquer might 
be given 

lt may surprise many people to know that 
the colour of radiators not only hasa psycho- 
logical effect, but also affects their radia- 
tion. Tests have shown that bare radiators, 
or those coated with dark paints, or even 
with aluminium and bronze paints, give out 
much less heat than those painted with 
white or light. coloured paints. So, not 
only a means of decoration, but also of 
efficiency and economy is provided. 

The production of bricks for modern 
buildings depends on science to such an ex- 
tent that some associations of manufacturers 
have even founded research _ scholar- 
ships in universities. Mineral pigments are 
used to colour bricks, terra cotta and tiles, 
and they must be applied with the utmost 
skill, full allowance being made for changes 
of colour owing to rises in temperature and 
chemical actions. 

It is hardiv possible to mention any artifi- 
cial form of decoration or colour to which the 
colourist has not contributed in some way 
or another, whether it is a delicate lamp- 
shade, an ornate door-handle, a bright leather 
bag. a glittering motor car, a striking hat or 
a gilded spire that delights the eye of the

Economy in the Kitchen. 


lf one were definitely to set out to “pick 
lLoles ’’ in the average household routine, it is 
certain that many discrepancies would be dis- 
covered. 

In kitchen affairs, an outstanding drawback 
te economy is found in the shapes of utensils, 
etc., in general use. In all things preference 
seems to be shown for round and oval! 

Pie dishes, cake tins, pudding bowls, patty 
tins, saucepans, kettles, and many other 
things are of a circular variety. Now round. 
ness has its merits, but as far as economy is 
vuncerned it has its faults also. 

Consider the stove! A round saucepan has 
invisible corners as far as space is concerned 
for no other utensil can be placed nearer to it 
than the ontside of its circumference will 
allow, and so heating space is wasted. 

ikewise in the oven—which is itself square 

--oval or round utensils waste space and con- 
sequently heat and fuel, as less can be packed 
together in a space than would be the case if 
the sides of the utensils were parallel. 

This often means two baking periods where 
one would suffice 1f oven space could be 
utilised to the full. 

In the larder and store room, too, round 
jars and crocks have been the rule in the past. 
But the newest tvpe storage jars have forseen 
tins space deficiency and have been designed 
with flat sides. Indeed, gradually but surely 
shape is receiving notice from the manufac- 
turers of kitchen utensils. 

Square and fiat-sided saucepans, kettles, 
and frying pans can now be obtained in tin 
or aluminium. 

Oblong and square glass cooking ware too 
is very popular, and can be bought in various 
SIZES. 

Glass butter dishes, and dishes for holding 
meat, fish, eggs, etc., in the larder or refrige- 
rator are all made with squared corners. The 
increased popularity of refrigerators in the 
home has added yet another-reason for space 
saving equipment, and the utensils of the 
future will undohtedly be required to shape 
‘themselves economically. 

We are such creatures of habit, that is why 
we are still following so much of the routine 
and customs of past generations of house- 
wives. But present day needs call for reform, 
especially in the kitchen.

OPEN-AIR TRADING IN 
DUNDALK. 


INTERESTING TEST CASE. 

A case of great interest to Northern 
traders. who had been for years attending 
Dundalk markets on Mondays, erecting 
booths in the Market. square, and selling 
wares without paying any rent, was heard at 
Dundalk Circuit Court, when a test case was 
brought by the Dundalk Urban Council, as 
lessees of the square from the Earl of Roden, 
against Anthony Lindsay, of St, Peter’s hill, 
Belfast, for trespass, by erecting stalls witb- 
out the consent of the Council, or, alterna- 
tively, for stallage for such erections. The 
Council also sought an injunction to restrain 
defendant from continuing the practice. _ 

Ir. Campbell, B.L. (for the Council), 
stated that the markets had been held from 
time immemorial cn Mondays, and certain 
classes of markets always had been held on 
the Market square in front of the Courthouse, 
but these markets had been subject to certain 
restrictions, notably that when the Circut 
Courts were sitting the stallholders were kept 
to another portion of the street, in order that 
people using the Courthouse might have free 
access. He explained that the present action 
was not to recover tollage, but stallage. 

The defendant contended that the Council 
had no right to the square, and that the 
charges were unreasonable and outrageous; 
that there was no power in the Council to 
fix varying sums for different people transact 
ing the same business. 

Mr. Boles urged that the idea of the case 
was to make the town a closed corporation 
for the drapers of Dundalk in order that they 
might ‘‘ profiteer’’ at will, and that the 
action was directed against, not merely the 
stallholders, but against the townspeople of 
Dundalk, in order to provide a monopoly for 
local drapers. 

Judge Devitt said that the claim of the 
Urban Council was merely for trespass on 
land which they owned and which the defen- 
dant could not claim. They were in the post 
tion of a man who owned a house and garden, 
who found someone there once a week, and

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AN’S DIARY. 


A Modern Scribe. 

Visiting the National Museum the other 
day; Iwas much interested in an exhibit 
of modern Irish scribe work on vellum by 
Mr. . Art O’Murnaghan, whose sister, 


Kily, is well knewn to listeners to 2RN. 
The exhibit comprises seven uncom- 


pleted ges of a 
memorial book. The 
illuminating is very 


fine and the details 
are very minute. and 
intricate, although 
the work was done 
entirely with a brush. 
An interesting point 
of difference from 
old Celtic work is 
that the design is 
based on the natural 
forms of plants and 
flowers rather than 
on grotesque animal 
conventions. 

The fine effect of gold, Mr. O’Mur- 
naghan told me later, is achieved by the 
juxtaposition of certain shades of yellow 
and brown, it being contrary to tradition 
to use gold itself as a pigment in this 
style of work. 

Though Mr. O’Murnaghan has studied 
scribe work all his life, he never attended 
any art school, and it was only after 
passing his first half-century that he 
developed his present style. 


No Cafe Life Now. 


A great change has been effected in 
Grafton street and in the literary life of 
Dublin by the passing of the once-popular : 
cafés. The Café Cairo was the last of 
them, and the most distinguished. There 
was also the Vegetarian, in College 
street; the D.B.C., in O'Connell street, 
and the Princess, in Grafton street.

SCIENCE URGES A CHANGE.

(By L. TEMPLE MOORE.) 


IR JOYNTON SMITH, the once poor 
Kennington errand boy, who has been 
Lord Mayor of Sydney, and is a reputed 
millionaire, has caused a sensation on his 
return to his native heath. He has pre- 
dicted that Australia will have a hundred 
million population, and that there will be 
a great imperial movement, with the 
slogan, “ Ship Britain.” Consequently, 
he is in no “ shadow of doubt whatever ”' 
that London will cease to be the capital 
of the British Empire, and that the 
capital will be moved to one of the 
Australian cities. 
It is a curious fact that London enjoys 
the distinction of being the most 
threatened city on the face of the earth. 
For instance, while some of the prophets 
engaged in giving us first-hand informa- 


— 


Besides these, there are transport experts, 
merchant princes and social reformers who 
have warned us that London is to undergo 
tremendous changes. 


THE CLEARING HOUSE. 


The majority of prophets assure us that 
the capital of the British Empire will 
cease to be London, but it is re-assuring 
to note that a few are willing to believe 
that it will remain in the old country. 
One traffic and transport expert foresees 
that Manchester, as the true hub of the 
nation’s commerce, will also become the 
centre of all the great administrative de- 
partments. London is to be no more than 
an enormous clearing house. ‘The official 
London of to-day, which adds so much to 
the fascination of the city, will have 
passed to Manchester. 
It is a remarkable vision, but it is not 
so very startling when we remember that 
the idea of moving official London has 
sometimes been contemplated. Indeed. 
the Crown has full powers to. move official 
London, and, in times of civil war and 
other State emergencies, has actually con- 
templated the policy of removal. 


CANBERRA OR OTTAWA? 


The number of people who believe that 
the capital of the British Empire should 
be established in Canada would probably 
create surprise if a census could be taken. 
It is probable that the late Miss Marie 
Corelli, had she lived, would have de- 
veloped in a book, in her characteristic 
manner, her remarkable vision of a British 
industrial revolution, resulting in a noble 
new heart of the Empire being established 
in Canada. One prophet has been so sure 
that London must go that he has written 
a pamphlet discussing the rival claims of 
Canberra and Ottawa. 
This is all more cheerful than the 
seers who predicted the complete down- 
fall, and even destruction, of the capital. 
According to-some of these, London is 
the modern Babylon, and is tlerly 
doomed. One provides the dramatic 
vision of the great tower which holds Big 
3en toppling to ruins, and the povpula- 
tion indulging in a mighty exodus. 
London is the scriptural ‘‘ seat of the 
beast ” in the eyes of the credulous thou- 
sands who follow the teachings and 
prophecies of Pastor Russell. This being 
so, there is no doubt as to what we are to 
expect :—‘‘ And the merchants of the 
earth shall weep and mourn over her; for 
no man buyeth their merchandise any 
more. ; Alas! alas! that great 
city, that was clothed in fine linen, and 
purple, and scarlet, and decked with gold, 
and precious stones and pearls. For in 
one hour so great riches is come to 
nanght.’’ It is in The Revelations, xviii., 
verses 1-24, that you will find the en- 
thralling and terrible description of what 
some of these interpreters say is to 
happen to London. 


ANOTHER PREDICTION. 


“ Edinburgh, and Cardiff, and Belfast, 
and Dublin will then be equal with 
London, now the greatest city of the 
civilised world,” is the expectation of 
another cult of seers, who honestly be- 
lieve that this drastic change will have 


been completed within the next three 
years. Their idea is similar to that of 
the notorious prophet, the Rev. M. 


Baxter, who predicted that by 1931 the 
British Empire will have been “ dis- 
united,’’ and that from Ireland to India 
every present component part will be in- 
dependent and with its own capital—in 


every sense its most important heart 
centre. 
London, deserted and lonely, with 


Arctic animal life and a small community 
of _Eskimo-like citizens, is the most 
imaginative and, at present, incredible of 
all possibilities. Yet it is foretold to 
happen within our present century, and, 
curiously enough, in words which are 
very like those used by Sir Joynton Smith 
in predicting an Australian metropolis. 
The serious men of science who wish to 
prepare us for the immediate prospect of 
a complete change of climate in this 
century say :—‘' Then will Great Britain 
have to move with the times and select 
some new place for the capital, so as not 
to die out, as ancient Rome did, at the 
last change of the earth.” Obvious:v, if 
Britain is to become a frozen North like 
this, there will be a good chance for the 
plan of the Lord Mayor of Sydney to ship 
the capital to Australia. 

There seems to be just one hope for 
London. —Perhaps, threatened cities are 
like threatened men, and live long.

‘* CELEBRITY ' CONCERT 
IN DUBLIN.

AUSTRAL AND AMADIO. 


The promoters of the '“ Celebrity ” concerts 
neglect a powerful instrument of publicity— 
the attraction of music itself. For the concert 
in the Theatre Royal, Dublin, last Saturday 
they had advertised Austral and Amadio— 
two good names, certainly, in the sphere of 
musical art. On Saturday afternoon, how- 
ever, the weather was very fine out of doors, 
and Dublin people have not fallen, thus ear). 
in the season, into the stride, so to speak. of 
concert-going. Having regard to these factors. 
I can imagine certain persons, not so much 
hesitating between Austral (at 4s. 9d. for the 
cheapest seat) and a football match or a walk. 
as deciding quickly in favour of the out-of 
doors occupation. 

These same persons, however, if they knew 
that Madame meá Austral was going to 
sing, say, the four songs by Richard Strauss 
that, in fact, she did sing, at least wculd 
hesitate before rejecting the concert; and if 
they knew that she would sing, further, 
Elizabeth's Greeting to the Hall of Song and 
Rrunnhilde’s Battle Song, they would abandon 
all other projects and direct their steps at 
once to the Theatre Royal. 

These same songs, or, perhaps, that other 
great scena, “*‘ Ocean. thou miei monster,” 
from ‘‘ Oberon,”’ might attract people from 
Kildare, Mullingar or Drogheda (as instances) 


who would not be induced to make the 
journey simply by the name of Austral. 
Many of us had heard Madame Austral 


before, and, perhaps, might think that we could 
afford to neglect hearing her again—until the 
mention. of the music reminded us how 
magnificently she sings these songs, and how 
well worth hearing they are in her interpreta- 
tion. 

Paderewski is coming next. What will he 
play’? If they know that he is going to play 
Beethoven 's Sonata opus 110 and the Second 
Hungarian Rhapsody, for instanve—which he 
played in London the other day—hundreds 
of pianists, not only in Dublin, but in the 
provinces too, will study the music for them- 
selves and then go to hear what Paderewski 
makes of it. . Otherwise their interest will not 
be kindled to the same degree. 

What has been said with regard to Madame 
Austral’s music indicates the impression left 
by last Saturday s concert. She was splendid 
in music of great interest, and impressed the 
audience, not only by the glory of. her singing 
of each work as she came to it, but also by 
the great range of types of music in which. 
one after anothef, she proved herself a 
supreme artist. Her rich voice is now at its 
best and her art at its most versatile stage. 

Besides the songs mentioned already, she 
sang a group of songs in French and a well 
chosen set of English songs, including one of 
Mr. Percy Grainger’s clever. settings of 
English folk-songs. The concert was worth 
the sacrifice of other interests, if only to hear 
the glory of her voice on the last triumphant 
strain of Mr. O'Connor Morris's song, 


“- Alleluia,” Her delivery of that line gave 
me, at any rate, a moment of thrill—not the 
only one in the course of: the afternoon. 

The singer offered her audience nothing 


but good music; and her encore songs were 
fitly chosen to accord with the groups they 
followed—a matter in which some other 
artists are not beyond reproach. The last 
extre song, one in the Russian manner, was 
not less interesting than the others. In the 
Singer’s programme as a whole I enjoyed 
specially her singing of Elizabeth's Greet- 
ing, and still more her tense and impassioned 
interpretation of the Strauss songs, which in- 
claded the lovely “ Standchen '—Mr. Sanford 
Schlussel played the delicious accompani- 
ment with noteworthy skill—and ‘‘ Cacilie,”’ 
which Madame Austral sang with most 
moving fervour. Her Brunnhilde’s Battle 
Cry also, of course, was a triumph. 

Mr. John Amadio made his flute-playing as 
charming as ever. In musical history, and 
certainly in the concert sphere to-day, F know 
of no other instance of a flautist making Mr 
Amadio’s claim on the attention of audiences. 
He played a Mozart Movement and a Bach 
Sonata—not transcriptions, but compositions 
written for the flute—and some smaller pieces 
In such a manner as to commend his instrument 
to concert audiences much as Casals first 
commended the ‘cello to audiences twenty or 
thirty years ago. 

I was relieved to find that his presence did 
not lead Madame Austral to waste herself on 
a number of those. foolish inventions, 
coloratura show-pieces with flute obligato. 
He did accompany her in one; it was enough 
just to show how neat co-operation of that 
kind can be.

GATE THEATRE IN 
DUBLIN. 


IBSEN’S ' PEER GYNT.” 


The experiment which has in view the 
establishment in Dublin of a branch of the 
Gate Theatre, London, whose object is to put 
before members of the Society progressive 
modern plays by Continental authors. was 
begun at the Peacock Theatre, Lower Abbey 
street, with last nights presentation of 
Ibsen’s play, “ Peer Gynt.”’ 

The directors of the Dublin Gate Theatre 
are Mr. Hilton Edwards, Mr. Micheal 
MacLiammoir, Mr. Georoid O’Lochlann, and 
Mdme. D. Hannard Cogley, all of whom are 
well known for their association’ with 
dramatic art; and it is their intention during 
the pres at season to produce such works as 
“Hairy pe,’ by Eugene O'Neill; “ Gas,” 
by George Kaiser; “ The God of Vengeance,” 


by Sholom Hails; Elmer  uwreenfelder's 
quaintly-named play, “Six Stokers who 
Owned the Blooming Earth’; two one-act 


plays by Nicolas Evreinov; “ Maya,” by 
Simon Gaintillon, and a modern version, to 
be produced in modern clothes, of the 
medizval morality play, “ Everyman.” 
It will be instructive to watch how 
experiment fares. Certainly, there was no 
reason to complain of the interest taken bv 
last night’s audience; but it was a moot 
question whether “ Peer Gynt’’ was the hap- 
piest work with which to begin the venture. 
The greatest of Ibsen’s plays, it is not often 
produced, because of the difficulty of produ: 
tion, and the length of time involved 
setting the sixteen scenes of which the five 
acts are made up. In a little theatre like the 
Peacock, where stage space is so restricted, 
the production presented an immensely dhfh- 
cult problem, and the manner in which 
rm co were overcome, and the standard of 
the production, reflected credit on all con- 
cerned. Possibly the fact that this is the 
centenary year of Ibsen’s birth had a bearing 
on the selection of “Peer Gynt’’ as the 
opening piece. Mr. Hilton Edwards, who 
had already appeared in the title part in the 
Old Vic., London, teok the réle again last 
night, and for him it was a great night's 
work. He was a living personification of 
the poet-dramatist’s hero,—that boyish 
creature “ steeped in lies, trash and moon 
shine,”’ in the painting of whom Ibsen had 
reflected many of the weaknesses of the 
Norwegian character. 
The play is really a one-man show, ani 
imposes a terrific physical strain on-the centra! 
character. Mr. Edwards responded splendidly 
to the task, and gave a wonderful picture of 
the wide-awake dreamer who lived in a mis' 
Miss Coralie Carmichael, who will be re- 
membered with pleasure for her association 
with the MacMaster Shakespearean Company. 
played the réles of The Green-Clad One and 
Anitra. Her acting and diction were admur- 
able. May Carey gave a very fine study of 
the character of Ase, mother of Peer Gynt. 
An interesting figure was Solveig, the 
innocent girl, who left home and family to 
follow the witless Peer, but was doomed to 
wait, played by Bridie Folan, a young Galway 
actress, who shows rare promise. She has a 
very sympathetic voice, and with a little more 
confidence should develop. Last night she 
played in a natural way, that was very Aap- 
pealing.

It is with pleasure that this Association, 
which has been concerned during its twenty 
ears” existence with the problem of evil 
literature, welcomes the Censorship of Pub- 
cations Bill, 1928, as asserting the principle 
‘hat a censorship of publications is a neces- 
‘y and a recognition of the State’s respon- 

jlity in protecting the morals of the nation. 
\s such the bill is of great value, and should 
contribute appreciably to the formation of a 
sound public opinion on the evil with which it 
proposes to deal, Accordingly, the Govern- 
ment is to be congratulated, and will, doubt- Ne 
accept, in the spirit in which they are 
offered, the criticisms set forth here. 
“The Association, in the first place, is of 
opinion that the proposed censor board is 
mpracticable. in view of the four to one 
majority vequired for prohibition and the 
necessity of minority representation. The 
board will not reflect the wishes of 
the people whose will the bill purports to 
enforce. he Association, as an alternative, 
ges most strongly the appointment of a 
censor, with powers similar to those of the 
film censor, assisted by an advisory committee 
of from nine to twelve members representa- 
tive of various intérests in proportion to their 
numerical strength. The censor should be 
independent of Ministerial interference; but 
his decisions should be subject to revision, 
on application by complaining parties, by an 
appeal board composed of not fewer than] to 
vine members, chosen (as in the case of the 
Censor's Advisory Committee) in proportion 
» the numerical strength of the various in- 
terests concerned.

“ While appreciating the value of the recog- 
nition of Associations for the purposes of the 
hill, it urges that, subject to safeguards 
which might be devised, the public should 
have the right of laying a complaint before 
the censor, without resort to any association, 
and without the intermediary of a Minister or 
other Government afficial. It is feared that 
otherwise unnecessary and vital delay will 
frequently occur, and result in much of the 
benefit of the bill being sacrificed.

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Compulsory Irish. 
Recent months have seen a_ steady 
development of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s purpose to revive the general use 
of the Irish language. Irish is compulsory 
in the primary schools; and teachers "re 
being trained who will impart all instruc- 
In the 
secondary schools an intermediate certifi- 
cate has become a sort of passport to the 
superior branches of \ commerce and 
industry. No student who “fails’’ in 
Irish can obtain. this certificate, even if 
he takes high honours in every other 
subject of the examination. It seems now 
that a like compulsion is contemplated for 
the learned ‘professions. Last week a bill 
—the Legal Practitioners (Qualification) 
Bill—was introduced in Dáil Eireann, 
which makes Irish a necessary subject at 
the preliminary examination of persons 
barristers or 


to qualify as 
solicitors. The bill is not a Government 
measure, but we may assume that the 
Government will support it and that it 
will become the

Irish must be genuine tests. Speaking 
last Friday, in Dublin, the Minister for 
Finance said that the test of a single 
examination for Civil Service. candidates 
would not continue to satisfy his Govern- 
ment. ‘‘ If, within two years of entrance, 
they failed to pass an examination—not a 
sham examination—they would have to 
leave the service.” We agree that this 
decision is proper. A policy so costly can 
be justified only, if at all, by the un- 
disputed success of its specific aim. 

In describing the Government’s policy 


, 


as ‘‘costly’’ we state a fact which cannot 


be questioned. The majority of boys and 
girls in the primary and secondary schools 
propose to earn their livelihood within the 
twenty-six counties. Naturally, therefore, 
teachers and pupils must attach para- 
mount importance to the subject on which, 
by the Government's decree, all such 
livelihood depends; and naturally, for 
that reason, all other subjects must suffer. 
The subjects which had been known 
hitherto as the “bread and butter sub- 
jects ’’—good writing, a little history and 
geography, and the keeping of accounts— 
are being elbowed out of the primary 
schools by the subject to which the label 
“bread and butter ” is attached officially. 
In the secondary schools, for the same 
reason, those studies are disappearing 
which secular wisdom and experience had 
the substance of a’ liberal 
education. Greek and Latin are being 
ousted from the schools and soon may be 
ousted from the universities. The. study 
French, German and -other modern 
languages is falling into desuetude; they 
are too risky now that failure in one or all 
of them is a necessary result of failure in 
Irish. This decay must be hastened by 
Mr. Blythe's honest warning that the Civil 
Service tests of competence in Irish will 
become stricter in the near future; and 
thus a grave problem is created. In the 
first place, the pre-eminence of the Irish 
language is not admitted outside the Irish 
Free State., Other countries continue to 
apply the old tests of a liberal culture to 
candidates for their higher employments. 
In the next place, necessity compels, or 
inclination impels, a large number of the 
Free State’s best youth to seek their living 
in those other countries,

Hitherto the Irish boys who 
were educated in Ireland, and then spent 
twenty or thirty years abroad, never 
ceased to be Irish; they came home to 
enrich their native land with their wealth 
and experience. There is a sad probability 
that in future Irish, boys who go to 
English schools, and then find work 
abroad, will recognise no attachment to 
Ireland, whether sentimental or material, 
in their later years. Thus the Free 
State will suffer a constant drain of 
intellect and character, and we believe 
that the drain will not be confined to a 
single class or creed. In so far, there- 
fore, as it drives Irish youth into prema- 
ture exile the Free State Government’s 
policy is a' debilitating policy. In so far 
as, by this new barrier, it isolates Ireland 
from the world’s thought and progress, 1t 
is a retrogressive policy. Moreover, it 
is an increasingly potent obstacle to the 
ultimate unity of the Irish people. All 
these arguments may be unpalatable, but 
surely they deserve a better answer than 
the mere sic volo sic jubeo of the Free 
State Government.

Railway Accidents, 


Last week was darkened by four terrible 
calamities upon the railways of Great 
Britain. On Monday there were collisions, 
in each of which life was lost, at New 
Tredegar and at Narling road, Norfolk. 
On Friday night an empty train drove 
into the Glasgow-London express in” a 
tunnel near Glasgow. Coaches were 
telescoped, and more than fifty persons 
were injured: two, at least, sustained 
mortal hurt. On Saturday morning, at an 
early hour, the mail train from Newcastle 
to Bristol collidéd with a goods train which 
was shunting at Charfield, near Gloucester. 
It was hurled upon an adjacent line, where 
a third train crashed into it. Coaches 
were piled up and shattered. There was 
an outbreak of fire, which was intensified 
by the bursting. of petrol tanks. At least 
fourteen persons perished, and some thirty 
received bodily injury. Accounts of the 
suffering of the victims. pinned under 
débris as the flames approached them, and 
of those who escaped death only at the 
cost of terrible bodily and mental anguish, 
make the most harrowing reading that any 
calamity in home countries has afforded 
for many long days. Since the beginning 
of 1928 there have been twenty-five railway 
accidents in Britain, and nearly seventy 
persons have lost their lives. This is the 
worst record of any year since 1915. In 
that year a troop train collision occurred 
at Gretna, and 227 soldiers were killed. 
From 1916 to 1925 the average annual 
number of deaths in railway accidents was 
only eight. When we remember. that the 
railways carry the equivalent of hundreds 
of millions of passengers every year, even

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| small, and it is clear that the. railways 
j afford the safest means of transport that 
is in common use, 
public—appalled by the dreadful story of 
Charfield—will be anxious to learn whether 
any evident cause can be ascribed to this 


year’s heavy incidence of’ collisions. 
Similar periods of rapidly recurrent 
accident have occurred before. Probably 


the freaks of chance are responsible for 
the distribution in time of the accidents 
inevitable in the conduct of so intricate 
and -elaborate a fabric as that of the 
modern transport system. 


The Empress Marie. 


The death of the Dowager Empress 
Marie Feodorovna of Russia closes a life 
of sorrow. When death comes upon the 
young—on those whose arrested life was 
full of hope and promise—men grieve ; 
but is the passing of the young so piteous 
as that of the aged who have lived to see 
all promise frustrated and all. hope broken? 
The Empress Marie was born eighty-one 
years ago. When this Danish princess, in 
1866, married the heir to the Russian 
throne, the Tsar Alexander II.—he who 
emancipated the serfs—still ruled. Her 
lifetime, therefore, links our days with 
days that seem as remote as the Dark 
Ages. Her husband came to the throne in 
1881, as Alexander III., on his father's 
assassination. For thirteen years he ruled, 
reviving in a stern autocracy the brilliance 
and the shadows of ancient monarchy. In 
1894 the last Alexander died, and the last 
of the Tsars began his unhappy reign. 
The Empress Marie lived to see the 
imperial Russia of her husband and her 
son obliterated, and replaced, amid 
massacre, famine and civil war, by an 
order unlike anything that the world has 
seen before. Princes were replaced by 
cloth-capped artisans, aristocrats by 
economists, and a Church, in which the 
Middle Ages seemed to be petrified, by 
the loud prophets of atheism. Few such 
stupendous bouleversements ever before were 
seen. Many highly-bred Russians are said 
to have died through pure mental anguish 
at the vanishing of their accustomed world. 
The Dowager Empress is said never to 
have realised all that had come to pass. 
To the end she believed that her son still 
lived. Her last years were saddened by 
the death of her sister, Queen Alexandra, 
whose life had been as fruitful as hers had 
been frustrate. 


CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITY. 


"Km 
£1,179,000 SCHEME. 


The Council of the Senate of Cambridge 
University have issued their report on the 
proposed benefaction for the new University 
library, and for developments in agricul- 
ture, biology and physics, in which they re- 
commend that the scheme jointly prepared 
by the International Education Board and 
members of the University be approved, and 
that the Vice-Chancellor be requested to send 
to the International Education Board a formal 
request for assistance to finance the scheme 
to the extent, and on the conditions agreed 
upon during the negotiations. 

The scheme involves a capital sum of 

£1,179,000, of which the International Educa- 
tion Board will contribute £700,000 on condi- 
tion that the University contribute £479,000. 
The proposal is that, since the University 
already has provided £280,000, one half the 
sum needed for the library, the International 
Education Board will provide the other halt 
as required, and when the University has 
obtained valid pledges for £229,000 for the 
remainder of the programme. ‘The Interna- 
tional Education Board will pay its contribu- 
tion pro rata as rapidly as the University 
collects pledges from other sources. 
The recommendations contained in the re- 
port will be discussed at a meeting of the 
members of the Senate to-morrow, and there 
is little doubt that the proposals will be 
adopted. i

| LONDON LETTER. 


ELECTION PROSPECTS.

The result of the Tavistock election was 
still being discussed yesterday in politica] 
circles where very great importance js 
attached to the figures. They are looked 
upon as a definite indication that the real 
battle in the genera] election will take 
place between the two constitutional 
parties, with the not remote possibility of 
a political deadlock by the return of 
three parties of equal strength. In such 
an event the Conservatives would not re. 
main in office, while neither the Liberals 
nor the Socialists would be able to form a 
Government without a coalition, or at 
least a working agreement. It is recalle 
that both Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald have stated that there 
can be no repetition of the co-operation 
between their parties that there was in 
1924, but that Mr. Baldwin has 
silent on this point. The question “now 
being asked is what will be done if three 
parties of about the same strength are 
returned and not one is able to form a 
Government with the aid of another. Mr. 
Baldwin's reply probably will be “ wait 
and see, but the supposition.is that there 
would have to be another general election. 

At the Central Conservative Office there 
was great rejoicing at the Tavistock re- 
sult; for it was the first by-election 
attended in person by Mr. J. C. Davidson, 
the chairman of the party. His appear- 
ance in the division gave great encouraze- 
ment to the organisers and workers 
generally; for they felt that they were 
all working under the direction of the 
head of the party organisation in an elec- 
tion that meant very much more than 
usual. Following upon the success at 
Tavistock it is probable that Mr. David- 
son will go to the by-election at Ashton- 
under-Lyne, where it is expected that the 
Conservative candidate will be returned 
with a very satisfactory majority. 


Proportional Representation ? 


One point about the Tavistock election 
result is that electoral reform now will be 
placed in the very front of the Liberal 
programme ; for it has been forced upon 
the leaders of the party that something 
must be done if they are ever to secure 
anything of a party. It is rumoured that, 
should matters result in an arrangement 
with the Socialists after the general elec 
tion, any such step would be preceded by 
a demand that electoral reform shall he 
accepted and passed into law with as little 
delay as possible. How such a reform 
could be carried out it is difficult to say; 
for proportional representation, regarded 
as a sovereign panacea in some quarters, 
is not regarded with any general keen- 
ness on this side, and the experience of 
the late general election in the Irish Free 
State is frequently mentioned. 


The Late Empress Marie. 


With the death of the Dowager Empress 
Marie Feodorovno of lussia there passes 
away one of the most tragic figures of 
modern days. Thirty years ago, as the 
wife of the Emperor Alexander III., she 
was the head of one of the most brilliant 
Courts of Europe, a personage of immense 
wealth, possessing great influence. Her 
husband died the result of injuries 
received in a railway accident, and for 
many years the Empress spent a quiet 
life as a widow until the Great War came 
to wreck everything that she held dear. 
At the time of the revolution in Russia 
she took refuge with her daughters in the 
Crimea, and, after great suffering, was 
rescued and brought to England on a 
British torpedo beat. Queen Alexandra, 
her sister, gave her a home at Sandring- 
ham until her health was re-established 
and she was able to proceed to the villa 
they owned jointly in Denmark, where 
she died yesterday. To the end she clung 
to the pathetic belief that her son, the 
murdered Tsar, was alive and would come 
to see her one day before she died. She 
paid several visits to London before the 
death of Queen Alexandra, and twice 
accompanied her sister in the Rose Day 
drive through the streets of London. I 
remember seeing the late Empress at the 
funeral of King Edward, when she was 
led up the nave of St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor, by the Emperer of Germany, 
attended by Princes and Princesses, as one 
of the most important figures in the creat 
ceremonial. She walked with a majestic 
air, while the assemblage on either side 
bowed low as she passed. Soon after her 
escape from the Crimea I saw her again. 
She was with Queen Alexandra and 
seemed small and shrunken, timidly keep- 
ing as close to her sister as she could, and 
ever turning round to look behind. Her 
creat Cossack attendant always followed 
her closely, and his presence seemed to cive 


as 


her assurance. 


Lord Birkenhead's Decision. 


It is stated to-day with some show ol 
authority that Lord Birkenhead is wit 
drawing from the Cabinet without further 
delay. The Sunday Times points out ti 
Lord Birkenhead had desired to

EX-EMPRESS. MARIE 
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REMARKABLE EVENTS 
RECALLED, 


A Reuter message from Copenhagen 
states that the Dowager Empress Marie 
of Russia, mother of the late Tsar 
Nicholas II. and aunt of King George of 
England, died after a lingering illness in 
the Villa Hviodere at seven o'clock last 
Saturday night, aged eighty-one years. 
She had been unconscious during . the 
greater part of the day. At the death-bed 
were her daughters, the Grand Duchess 
Olga and the Gran! Duchess Xenia, with 
their children, and the Chief of Court, 
Prince Dolgouriki. 

A telephone message brought the King 
and Queen of Denmark, Prince Valdemar, 
Princess Thyra and Prince George of 
Greece to the Castle. 

Every flag in Denmark was at half-mast 
yesterday as a sign of respect for the 
memory of the former Empress Marie of 
Russia. A moving Service was held at 
two o'clock yesterday afternoon in the 
room where the ex-Empress died. The 
King and Queen of Denmark, a Russian 
priest and members of the Russian colony 
in Copenhagen were present. 

The coffin will be removed to the 
Alexandra Nevsky Church in Copenhagen 
to-morrow and will remain there until the 
funeral on Friday next. 


THE BURIAL. 

A Copenhagen message says that tbe 
King has ordered the Court to go into 
mourning for four weeks, until November 
10th. 

The coffin will be taken under military 
escort to Roskilde for burial. Among 
those who are expected to attend the 
funeral will be the King of Norway, the 
Duke .of York, the Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin and a _ representa- 
tive of the King of Sweden. 

A representative of the Royal Life 
Guards of Denmark. which had received 
much support from the Dowager, brought 
a bouquet of white chrysanthemums, 
which was placed at the bedside. 

All Danish political parties will meet 
in mourning at her bier. 


BRITISH COURT MOURNING. 

Yesterday’s Court Circular states that 
the King has received with much sorrow 
bthe news that His Majesty’s aunt, the 
Empress Marie vf Russia, died on Satur- 
day, at Copenhagen. 

The following official announcement was 
made yesterday :'—' The King commands 
one week's full and one week s half Court 
mourning, commencing on Monday, the 
15th instant, for Her late Imperial 
Majesty the Empress Marie of Russia.” 


HER CAREER. 

The Dowager Empress was a daughter 
of the late King Christian IX. of 
Denmark, and until her marriage was 
known as Princess Lagmar of Denmark. 
She was born at Copenhagen, on Novem- 
ber 20th, 1847, and with her two sisters 
and two brothers was brought up amid 
exceptionally simple surroundings, She 
paid her first visit to London in 1803, 
when her eldest sister, afterwards Queen 
Alexandra, married Edward VII., then 
Prince of Wales. The warmth and affec- 
tion of the welcome with which the people 
of England greeted the young Danish 
Princess, their future Queen, made a deep 
impression upon Princess Marie, and in 
later life she often visited London. Only 
a few years ago she stayed for a short 
time at Buckingham Palace as the guest 
of her nephew, the present King. 

In 1853, the year of her eldest sister's 
marriage, her father, who until thén had 
held the title of Prince Christian of 
Schleswig Holstein, succeeded to the 
Throne of Denmark, and in the same year 
his second son, George, became the first 
ruler of the new Kingdom of Greece. She 
married, im 1866, the future Tsar, 
Alexander III. of Russia, who succeeded 
to the Throne in 1881, on the asenssina 


unwilling to listen to those whom he held 
responsible for the assassination, and the 
new Empress saw her husband pursue, all 
through. his reign, a policy of absolute 
autocracy. By the advice of Pobiedo- 
nostzev he strove to repress all self- 
governing aspirations and to impose on 
the whole great Empire, with its many 
races, rigid uniformity of discipline. In 
following this policy he firmly believed 
that he had been appointed autocrat by 
God, and that it was both his right and 
duty to enforce his will upon his people. 


A TRANSFORMATION. 
The new Empress also witnessed a trans- 
formation in the foreign policy of Russia. 
The alliances with Germany and Austria 
were abandoned, and Russia began todraw 
closer to France, to become later France's 
ally. 
Alexander II], died on November 1st, 
1894, and was succeeded by his son, 
Nicholas IT., the last of the Tsars. After 
her husband's death the Empress Maric 
took little share in Russian affairs, and 
spent much of her time in other capitals 
of Europe. particularly in her native city 
of Copenhagen. She was living in Den- 
mark when the Russian revolution broke 
out. and thus escaped its horrors. The 
enforced abdication of her son and his 
subsequent mysterious disappearance were 
a creat blow to her. She never believed 
in the reports of the murder of the Tsar, 
the Tsarina, and their children at 
Ekaterinburg in 1918, and only a short 
time ago she declared: “ The Tsar is not 
dead ; he is still alive.”

ONLY TWO VICTIMS 
IDENTIFIED. . 


SURVIVORS’ STORIES 
OF TERRIBLE 
. ORDEAL. 


-- 


Until a late hour yesterday mystery 
surrounded the exact number of dead in 
the triple train smash, which occurred in 
the fog at Charfield, Gloucestershire, not 
one hundred vards from the station, early 
last Saturday. In some cases only the 
ashes remained, but as the result of a 
medical examination the doctors were 
satisfied that the remains will account for 
fourteen bodies. The doctors concluded 
that five of the dead were men and five 
women. It was impossible to ascertain the 
sex of the other four. One _ body 
is that of a woman of medium build, about 
fifty years of age, with bobbed hair turn- 
ing grey. She was wearing a blue 
serge costume. One of the bodies was 
identified yesterday as that of Mr. David 
Green, of Wellesley Green, Gloucester, a 
jockey’s ‘assistant. Identification was 
assisted by the fact that a saddle was 
found near the body. 

The brother and father of. Miss Hilda 
Cross, a missing passenger, arrived at 
Charfield yesterday, but were unable to 
identify any of the bodies as that of Miss 
Cross. Among the remains is a sailor’s 
jacket partly burned. 

The only other body identified was that 
of the guard of the goods train, J.. T. 
Johnson, of Bristol. 


PASSENGERS TRAPPED. 

The accident was caused by an express 
mail train, laden with passengers and 
bound from Leeds to Bristol, coming into 
collision with a goods train, which was 
about to pass into a siding on the down 
line of the main Bristol and Gloucester 


track. It struck the goods train at about 
the first wagon and overturned, and a 
second goods train, proceeding in the 


opposite direction and laden’ with coal, 
crashed into it as it stretched across the 
line. Fire then broke. out, and. men, 
women and children passengers were 
trapped in the piled up débris. There 
were many injured, but some only 
slightly. They were rushed to hospital, 
and several are still in a critical condi- 
tion.

A GRAPHIC STORY. 

A graphic description of the terrible 
scene immediately after the collision was 
given by Mr. H. Long, of West View. 
Charlfield, an elastic weaver.. 

‘‘T was sound asleep when the. crash, 
which was more like a dull thud, vecurred. 
At first I thought at was merely blasting 
in the near-by quarries, but in a second 
I realised that something awful must have 
happened. I dressed hastily, and within 
seven minutes of hearing that thud, which 
shook the very foundations of my house, 
and which I am told could be heard two 
and a-half miles away, I was on the scene 
of the accident. I shall never forget the 
sight. 

“TI found a terribly injured man lying 
on the roadway of the bridge. He had 
been shot clean through the roof of his 
compartment. I cut away his collar with 
my penknife, but.I could tell there was 
little hope for him. Other villagers then 
came up and removed him to the Railway 
Hotel, which Mr. Olds, the proprietor, 1m- 
mediately threw open as an improvised 
hospital. Later his stables were used as 
a mortuary. 

“The flames by this time were leaping 
to a height of thirty feet on either side of 
the bridge. Forms were lying on the 
ground, and people, some of them terribly 
injured, were crawling away from the 
inferno. Others: were pinned beneath the 
wreckage by their legs or arms, and im- 
plored us to cut off these limbs. to free 
them. The flames grew fiercer, and we 
were driven back, always with the pitiful 
screams of women and the moans of men 
in our ears. It was the most. awful ex- 
perience one could possibly imagine.” 


‘A TERRIFIC FLASH.” 

Mr. William Stoner, who was a sorting 
clerk on the train, said: .‘‘I think I was 
In the sixth coach from the engine. All I 
remember is a terrific flash Jike a flash of 
lightning, which was caused by the. gas 
exploding in the mail van. There were 
about sixteen others with me. I was sort- 
ing the letters. Then came a mighty jar, 
and I cannoned into one end of the 
carriage and knew. no more. My pals 
pulled me out and laid me on the line. 

“When I came to I saw some of my 
mates pulling out a middle-aged man -who 
was practically uninjured.

RESULT OF: PARIS 
APPLICATION. 


TWO DATES GRANTED 
FOR JULY. 


The prospects of holding. an inter- 
national road race in the Phenix Park, 
Dublin, next year have been brought 
visibly nearer as the result of the success- 
ful application by the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club for the holding of .in- 
ternational races in Ireland. 

This was heard in Paris, last Saturday, 
by the Sporting Commission of the Inter- 
national Association - of Recognised 
Automobile Clubs. 

The Irish Club was represented by Mr. 
C. Nolan-Ferrall, Hon. Treasurer; Mr. 
Vaughan Dempsey, and Mr: P. $. Brady. 

The Commission allotted the dates July 
12th and July. 13th, 1929, to the Irish 
Club for the ‘holding of international 
races. 

Pénding the return to Dublin of the 
representatives nothing is known of the 
details or conditions. It is recalled, how- 
ever, that in September it was stated that 
both Mr. Lee Guinness and Major Segrave 
had pronounced the Phenix Park Course 
as most suitable for an international road 


race. | 
THE PHENIX PARK COURSE. 


The course then proposed lies along the 
central road from the Gough statue, 
swings away around behind the Viceregal 
Lodge, to the Civic Guards Dépét, and 
then turns into the main road again at 
the Gough statue. 

Major Segrave and Mr. Jee Guinness 
were stated to have expressed the opinion 
that forty to fifty cars could race on that 
course with absolute safety. 

Two races were then proposed, because 
the little car is inclined to get in the way 
of the larger and more powerful cars, and 
either cause accidents or hamper and slow 
down the big cars. 


“ AN IDEAL COURSE.” 

The course in the Park, Mr. Sexton 
stated, was really ideal for a race of that 
kind. The roads were very wide— 
averaging thirty-two feet—and the driver 
was able to get an uninterrupted view for 
a long way ahead. Even-when taking the 
corners the drivers could see around them 
for a considerable distance. The only 
point that was blind was the Gough 
Statue. The road was so wide and suit- 
able that it would be possible for the cars 
on most parts to pass one another three 
and four abreast. 

The Free State Government is said to be 
willing to render practical assistance for 
the holding of the races, and has agreed 
to the widening of the road at a particular 
section—not that it really needed widen- 
ing, but just to make the course as perfect 
as possible. Jn addition, the Government 
has agreed to the removal of the Phoenix 
Statue for the race, for it would provide 
a serious obstruction. 

When the Phenix Park project was first 
mooted the Royal Irish Automobile Club 


stated that it intended to open a 
guarantee fund for prize money and 
trophies.

RUSSIAN FAMINE AREA 
EXTENDING. 


SERIOUS DISORDERS IN 
MOSCOW GARRISONS. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
RIGA, Sunday. 

Travellers from Moscow report that the 
soldiers in the Moscow garrison have been 
confined to barracks during the past week 
owing to serious disorders amongst new re- 
cruits, who have been protesting against the 
unalleviated famine conditions in their dis- 
tricts. Six barracks are reported to have 
been surrounded by Cheka troops, and a 
number of soldiers arrested. ' 

The rapidly spreading famine area is 
causing dissatisfaction amongst the soldiers, 
most of whom are peasants, and similar dis- 
turbanees are reported to be takigg place 
in the Leningrad and Harkov garrisons, 

The famine district now includes Kharkov, 
Poltava, Kiev, Dneiper-Petrovsk, as well as 
all the districts north of Moscow. The 
peasants are reported to be subsisting on 
bread substitutes, especially berries and 
mushrooms, with also any fruit available. 

In the Leningrad region the bread crisis 
is continuing to develop, and workers are 
sending as much as possible of their bread 
rations to relatives in the famine villages.

The report that Lord Birkenhead, 
Seeretary of State for India, has decided 
to resign at once is generally believed to 
be true, although official confirmation is 
still lacking, says the Press Association. 
His resignation has been anficipated for 
some considerable time, as it is known 
that he desires’ to take up commercial 
activities in the city. 

When rumours about Lord Birkenhead’s 
intention were in circulation a few weeks 
ago it was stated in senii-official circles 
that he had agreed to continue in office 
until the general élection next year. 

It is now suggested that’ Lord Birken- 
head has been pressed to accept a city 
offer, which will not be open to him if he 
waits until next year, and that in these 
circumstances the Prime Minister has 
agreed to release him at once. 


NO DISAGREEMENT. 

The Prime Minister was made aware of 
Lord __ Birkenhead’s intentions some 
months ago (says The Times), but it was 
not until after his return from Aix, which 
was followed by visits to the Yarmouth 
Conference and to Balmoral, that the 
matter was discussed between them with 
any precision. There is no qnestion, of 
course, of any . political disagreemenr. 
Lord Birkenhead is too loyal a colleague 
to leave the Government without full .on- 
sultation with his chief, and Mr. Baldwin 
is the last man in the world to place 
obstacles in the way of his well-being. 


WITH THE BERRY BROTHERS.

A GENERAL STRIKE TO-DAY.

A second bridal pair, Mr. and Mrs. Ross,

The circumstances of the second bridal couple 
being involved came to light when relatives of

UNAWARE OF HUSBAND'S DEATH. 
Mrs. Helen Gray was still in a critical 
condition at the Royal Infirmary last night. 
One of her legs was amputated, She has not 
yet been told of her husband’s death. In the 
samé ward lies Mrs. Ross, the other bride, 
who also is in a grave condition. Her 
husband, Mr. James Ross, is not regarded as 
out of danger. The same report applies to 
Freda Sckepetin, another of the injured. 
Among the passengers on the express were 
many people bound for London.

WORK OF RESCUE. 
The wreckage, piled up against the wall 
of the tunnel, suggested that a heavy death- 
roll was inevitable, but as the work of rescue, 
speedily undertaken, proceeded, it was seen 
that in some eXtraordinary fashion the worst 
had been averted. A general] call to the city 
hospitals brought a quick response, and a 
small army of doctors and nurses was soon 
on the scene. 
Stripped to shirt and trousers, their faces 
begrimed with soot, railway workmen hacked 
through wood and metal to release the in- 
jured, whose cries of pain were heartrending. 
The worst cases were hurried ont of the 
tunnel and taken to hospital; some of the 
less seriously injured were treated on the 
station. 

SOLDIERS’ ESCAPE. 
The finding of several military kit-bags 
among the débris of the back portion of the 
express gave rise to the fear that some 
soldier passengers had perished. Only one 
was found—Private Balderston, of the 2nd 
Royal Scots, two days home from Egypt and 
going on leave, but he was not badly hurt. 
Shortly before the accident his companions 
left the compartment and were uninjured. 
A passenger who was in the second 
carriage from the end stated that he was 
sitting talking when he heard a roar like a 
sudden speal .of thunder overhead, and the 
next instant the buffers of the rear carriage 
crashed through the woodwork between his 
feet. If his feet had not been apart he 
would have been very seriously injured. He 
was badly bruised. and his hands were tut 
by flying giass and broken timber.

A WOMAN’S ESCAPE. . 
Another passenger who was injured, 
Mrs. Irene Walling, who is lying in_the 
Royal Infirmary with concussion, said :— 
“I was on my way to see my mother, 
iwho is seriously ill at Plymouth, My 
husband is the art editor of a Nottingham 
newspaper. Everything went black when 
the crash came, and I recovered to find 
myself pinned under a mass of broken 
coachwork. My feet were caught, and I 
could see the flames coming nearer and 
nearer. I covered my face with my 
jacket as a protection from the intense 
heat. I struggled, I grew hysterical; I 
do not know what I did. 
“You cannot realise what it was like. 
But always the flames were getting nearer. 
In a last frantic effort I freed myself—Í 
do not know how; I never shall know— 
and I crawled to safety through broken 
glass and woodwork. The coach was at 
an angle of forty-five degrees, with one 
end resting on the bridge. A man lifted 
me to the ground, and I was brought here. 
I: saw one woman. who was pinned in the 
débris. She was shrieking for help. Her 
case looked hopeless. I am sure she could 
not get away. She must have perished. 


LINE STILL BLOCKED. 
An army of wotkmen laboured for 
thirty-six hours in shifts trying to clear 
the débris, and from time to time grue- 
some remains were found. The line was 
still blocked at a late hour yesterday. 


CROWDS VIEW WRECKAGE. 
Remarkable scenes were witnessed in 
the Charfield district yesterday. Thou- 
sands .of. people came from Bristol, 
Gloucester, Stroud, Littlehampton, and 
even further afield, to view the wreckage, 
and it was impossible for motor cars to 
approach within two miles of the actual 
spot Every country lane was blocked. 
There were few police, as such an emer- 
gency had nóbt. been foreseen, and every 
minúte until nightfall the" congestion 
became worse. Cars were stuck for several. 
hours unable to move in any direction, 
and their drivers only managed to get 
away by cutting across ploughed fields. 
Special char-a-banc trips were run from 
the big towns, but few of the vehicles got 
near. The crowd, the majority of whom 
were women and girls, struggled to see the 
débris, and heavy rain, which set in about 
5.50 p.m., did not deter them. 
Colonel Pringle, of the Ministry of 
Transport, is holding an inquiry into the 
accident on Thursday, and the inquest will 
be held to-day at the Railway Hotel, 
which is only fifty yards from the scene 
of the accident. 

DRIVERS ESCAPE. 
It is an extraordinary thing that the 
drivers and firemen of the three engines 
escaped with their lives. The fireman of 
the shunting goods train was the only one 
injured. Mr. Olington, the driver of the 
express train, spent several hours yester- 
day at the railway company's inquiry into 
the accident. 


THE YEAR’S TOLL. 


The year 1928 has seen more railway 
accidents than have taken place in one year 
for probably half a century. In all there 
have been twenty-four accidents,. eleven of 
which have involved deaths to the number of 
forty-nine, excluding’ the Glasgow smash on 
Friday and last Saturday's disaster at Bristol.

GOVERNOR SMITH’S 
SPEECH,

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

If anything is still needed to convince the 
rest of the world that there are no longer two 
American policies, Republican and Democra- 
tic, in the field of foreign affairs, but only 
one, the necessary. proof may, perhaps, be 
found in Governor Smith’s speech on the 
tariff at Louisville, Kentucky, yesterday, and, 
in fact, the Democrati¢ candidate has allowed 
President Coolidge’s sharp reminder of the 
unrelatedness of Allied debts and reparations 
to pass entirely without comment. Mr. Smith 
and his party are to-day as fully committed 
to the. principle of protection in place of a 
tariff for revenue only, as are the Republi- 
cans, and they are not one whit more likely 
than President Coolidge or Mr. Hoover t4 
admit that there can, or should be, any 
American initiative towards European finan- 
cial readjustment. The tariff speech was, of 
vourse, for domestic consumption. 
The Republicans are trying desperately to 
push this question to the front as the prin- 
cipal issue in the campaign, and to convince 
the voter that the victory of Mr. Smith 
would mean the re-enactment of something 
‘comparable to’ the Underwood tariff of 1915, 
with a lowered wage scale and the destruction 
of property as its inevitable result. Mr. Smith 
made his declaration in the heart of an indus- 
trialised section of the South, and he met the 
Republican charge by the flat assertion that 
the Democrats would be opposed to any gene- 
ral tariff bill, and would only consider 
specific revisions in specific schedules when 
each schedule had been the subject of investi- 
gation by an impartial Tariff Commission— 
something which experience had shown to be 
a contradiction in terms—and careful hearing 
by Congress. How much this may impress 
American voters it would be impossible to 
say, but it should profoundly impress foreign 
nations. 
The United States, regardless of party, is 
on the way to the formulation of a new 
dogma that the entry of manufactured goods 
from outside is a danger to American 1nstitu- 
tions, and, as such, by every means, political 
and administrative, to be resisted.

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THE REV. CHARLES INWOOD, D.D. 


The Rev. Charles Inwood, D.D., well 
known as one of the leaders of the Keswick 
Convention movement throughout the world, 
died at his residence in Brighton on Friday 
evening last. Dr. Inw was a distin- 
guished minister of the Methodist Church in 
Ireland, and ministered in Abbey street, 
Dublin ; St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin ; Charles- 
ton road, Rathmines, and University road, 
Belfast. Very early in his ministerial life 
he became associated with the Keswick move- 
ment, and was soon recognised as one of its 
ablest speakers. For some years the Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church in. Ireland 
left him largely free from ordinary pastoral 
work, and eventually permitted him to retire 
altogether from the work in Ireland that he 
might devote all his strength to this larger 
ministry. In connection with it, he has 
visited the five continents of the world and 
addressed large congregations, often through 
an interpreter, in many different languages. 
Dr. Inwood’s last visit to Ireland was in May 
last as one of the speakers at the Keswick 
Convention tm Greystones, Ceunty Wicklow. 

When stationed in Tullamore in his early 
ministry Dr. Inwood married a daughter of 
the late Mr. William Lumley, of that town, 
by whom he is survived. is two sons pre- 
deceased him, one being killed in the war. 
Two daughters are living. 

The funeral will be at Portland road 
Wesleyan Methodist Church, Brighton, on 
Wednesday. At the request of the President, 
the Rev, James M. Alley will attend it as 
the official representative of the Methodist 
Church in Ireland.

From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Weather conditions have been by no means 
favourable to the provision trade, and re 
tailers show a disposition to act cautiously. 
So far as bacon is concerned, in the absence 
of preservatives, buyers operate for imme- 
diate requirements only, and there is an 
absence of speculative business. All cures of 
bacon show no official change this week-end, 
and, while demand is generally steady, avail- 
able supplies of both Irish and Danish are 
fully adequate for requirements, buyers | 
having turned their attention to the cheaper 
selections. Another factor which must be 
taken into consideration also is that the rabbit 
season has now started, and that the sausage 
trade is attracting the attention of house- 
wives. The Danish official quotation for 
butter has been wired four kroner lower, and 
spot prices for this description show a corres- 
ponding reduction. No change is recorded in 
either Finnish or Swedish, but ‘ih creame- 
ries are rather lower as cumpared with last 
week. Butter supplies are generally by no 
means abundant. and the colder weather will 
cause a further decrease in production all over 
Northern Europe. New season’s Colonial is 
now being turned out in small quantities, but 
it will be six or seven weeks before it can 
reach this country, and, according to previous 
experience, no great weight will be available 
hefore the middle of December.

The feature of the racing was the failure 
oí Lord Dewar’s horse Abbot's Speed to 
break all records by winning the Duke of 

‘York Handicap twice, as well as the Jubilee 
Handicap twice, 
A STRONG FAVOURITE. 

He was, of course, a strong favourite, and 
there was never more than 7 to 4 offered 
about him. As little as 6 to 4 was taken at 
one time, and he was finally returned at 13 
to 8. In the paddock he looked very well, 
but he did not seem to have that abounding 
vitality which has usually characterised him 
when at his very best. e did not go down 
either with his usual fire. He finished sixth, 
Rob winning a great race from Delius, and 
it may have been that he was unlucky. 

Certainly he did not get an opportunity 
to show his best form; for, when he was in 
the first three, a little more than a quarter 
of a mile from home, he was struck into 
behind, was cut in one of his pasterns and 
both hocks, and then dropped right out of 
the race, He was one of the first to leave 
the gate, and settled down just behind Ban- 
star, but Richards steadied him and he 
dropped back to fifth place after they had 
gone half a mile.

He has 
three wins on the flat to his credit this year, 
and looks like developing into a very useful 
hurdler. Golden Ball could do no better than 
finish fourth behind the top-weight, Kings- 
ford, who acquitted himself creditably. 

Mrs. Bula Croker’s home-bred Tullahoma 
effected a big surprise in the Claremont 
T.Y.0. Plate, in which she got the better of 
the much-fancied Southern Jazz after a 
thrilling set-to. In recent years the once 
famous Yale blue colours, in which Orby won 
the Derby, have not been much in evidence 
on our racecourses, and previously to last 
Saturday they had not been seen in the van 
since Toxaway won a race at the Curragh in 
1923. C. Prendergast, who trains a small 
string for Mrs. Croker at Glencairn, has 
experienced difficulty in the preparation of his 
horses owing to the very hard state of the 
ground, bet bs sent Tullahoma to the post in 
fine fettle, and she should be heard of again.

FINAL DIRT TRACK MEETING

The most exciting series of dirt track races yet 
staged took place at Harold’s Cross Park, Dublin, 
on Saturday, when the Leinster Motor Cycle 
and Light Car Club held their final meeting of 
the season.

HEAVY DEFEAT FOR UNIVEBSITY

Playing their first match of the season 
against Dublin University, who had had two 
previous games, University College did not, 
as has nearly always been the case, rise to 
the occasion, and after the first ten minutes 
there was not much doubt about the result.

Trinity had an overwhelming forward advantage 
in weight, speed, and knowledge of the game, 
and this was the deciding factor.

FORTHCOMING IMPROVEMENTS. 


The College buildings, standing in their 
own grounds, a short distance from the 
centre of the city, have been universally 
admired by visitors; but one unfortunate 
feature has been the rather unsatisfactory 
ond makeshift entrance to the grounds. 
l'nforeseen difficulties have cropped up in 
the construction of an approach wortliy 
both of the city and the College itself, 
and it is gratifying to learn from Professor 
Merriman that this work is expected to be 
completed next year. 

The demands on available space have 
forced the authorities to build apart from 
the main quadrangle and the medical 
building, and also to interfere with those 
premises; and excellent progress is being 
made with some of the schemes, including 
the erection of the Dairy Science Institute, 
work on which has been temporarily sus- 
pended during the strike in the building 
trade. 
Great strides had been made since the 
inception of the University College. Cork, 
and the President pointed out that their 
future advances WÉ so the installation 
of a marine biological station at Balti- 
more, Co. Cork, and a laboratory at Lough 
alne. The investigations there, he said, 
would add vastly to biological know- 
ledge, and might still lead to discoveries 
that would be important in the develop- 
ment of the country. 


INSTRUCTING WOMEN MOTORISTS. 


Women motorists, of whom there has 
been a considerable increase in the South 
of Ireland during the past few years, will 
shortly have an opportunity of acquiring 
instruction in the maintenance of their 
cars. This is the result of an application 
to the Cork City Technical Instruction 
Committee by twenty pupils, at whose 
request it has been decided to establish 
a ten weeks’ course at a fee of twa 
guineas. Although similar classes have 
already been formed in other centres, there 
was a certain amount oí; opposition when 
the proposal was first mooted, and the 
Chairman (Mr. William Ellis) said that 
he did not think that there was any need 
for such a course, and saggested that the 
domestic economy class would be more 
suitable for the ladies. 

It was pointed out that tuition would 
include running repairs, fault-finding and 
maintenance, and nothing would be taught 
that was in opposition to private firms. 


"BUS SERVICE FOR CORK. 


The announcement that the Irish 
Omnibus Company intends to put a fleet 
of *buses on the streets of Cork will come 
as welcome news to the citizens, who have 
suffered considerable inconvenience since 
the hour of departure for last trams to all 
districts was brought back to 10.45 p.m. 
\t this early hour the performances at. 
theatves and various other amusements had 
not concluded, and patrons were forced to 
trudge wearily homewards or enter into a 
spirited competition for the few taxi-cabs 
and jaunting cars not already hired. 

Already one 1.0.C. double-decked ’bus 
has made its appearance, plying between 
the city centre and Douglas; and it is 
stated that several others of a more 
modern type will soon be acqurred. The 
first of these to arrive will serve those 
districts at present uncatered for by trams, 
but eventually it is expected that ’buses 
will travel to all parts of the city, the 
jour for the last departure at night being 
fixed at 11.15. 

As in other districts in Ireland, the 
omnibus traffic in County Cork has grown 
io enormous proportions during the past 
few years, and the activities of the large 
number of companies operating extend in 
al] directions. 

One of these—the Southern Motorways, 
Ltd.—recently made an application to the 
Borough Commissioner for permission to 
run "buses from Arcadia Dance Hall to 
Sundays Well, Blackrock and Douglas after 
the conclusion of danaes, whist-drives and 
other such events, on an average of two 
evenings weekly.

A_ WRONG PRINCIPLE. 


A strong protest against Sunday work
